The answer to that question is 
beyond 
the

I reporter without the power to sub­ 
poena witnesses and compel their 
testimony and time in which to 
record and weigh it. 
The answer would involve a de­ 
cision as to exactly where a poli­ 
tical action starts and an official 
action begins. 
It would require a complete rec­ 
ord not only of the salaries of 
everyone aboard the "give 
’em 
heil" presidential special, but of 
many others along the route it 
travels. 
The Democratic National Com­ 
mittee has announced it is pick­ 
ing up the check for this 15-day 
speaking tour by Truman with an 
estimated figure of something un­ 
der $25,000. 
Salaries Big Item 
That apparently covers the rail­ 
road transportation, meals, hotel 
and other such expenses of the 
President, his speech writers, sten­ 
ographers, secretaries, clerks and 
others. 
It does not cover the expenses 
of the Secret Service men. 
The law requires that they be 
with the President at all tim es, 
wherever he is and whatever his 
mission, and no invitation is in­ 
volved 
nsofar 
as 
the 
National 
Committee is concerned.

Marines Fail To Take 
Key Korean Hill In 
Bloodly 6-Hour Battle

SEOUL, Korea U*)—U. S. Marines 
fought through six bloody hours 
of Chinese Communist artillery and 
machine-gun fire today in a futile 
effort to recapture an important 
hill position on Korea’s Western 
Front. 
Leathernecks of the 7th Marine 
Regiment slugged their way close 
to the crest of the low outpost 
hill, but the Reds held fast. Chi­ 
nese troops captured the hill Fri­ 
day. 
Supply Dump Blasted 
Most of the action along the 155- 
mile battlefront last night and to­ 
day centered on the sensitive West­ 
ern Front. Patrol clashes were re­ 
ported from the eastern end of the 
line. 
Carrier-based 
navy 
warplanes 
teamed up with U. S. Fifth Air 
Force 
fighter-bombers 
yesterday 
and unloaded tons of bombs, rock­ 
ets and napalm on a sprawling 
Red supply dump 
at 
Hoeyang, 
south of Wonsan on North Korea’s 
East Coast. 
The Navy said 263 planes from 
the carriers Princeton, Kearsage 
and Essex took part in the raid, 
the biggest naval air strike in sev­ 
eral months. 
Night-flying B26 Invader bomb­ 
ers swung into action a few hours 


later and attacked Red targets on 
both coasts of North Korea. 
The 
arm or - vested 
Marines 
launched their attack on the battle- 
scarred hill northwest of Korangpo 
shortly after dawn today. Almost 
immediately 
red 
artillery 
and 
m ortar shells rocked the area. 
For four weary hours the Ma­ 
rines clawed up the slopes, only 
to be pinned down by Communist 
machine-gun fire. The battle con­ 
tinued at close range for two hours 
more before the Marines withdrew. 
The hill is the Western half of 
twin peaks. The Reds on top over­ 
look Marine positions on the East­ 
ern height. 
The Leathernecks of the 7th Reg­ 
iment are part of the U. S. 1st 
Marine Division. The U. S. Eighth 
Army announced today that the 
division is holding the Allied West­ 
ern flank in Korea. 
Allied troops threw back three 
Chinese 
probes 
on 
Bunker 
Hill 
yesterday. The Eighth Army said 
the Reds lost 86 men killed or 
wounded. The Chinese also probed 
Big Nori and Little Nori Hills on 
the Western Front. 
Across 
the 
Peninsula, 
several 
Communist probes hit the Allied 
line northeast of the Punch bowl 
near "Luke the Gook’s Castle.”

Churchill and President Truman. 
But though they ignored Iran ’s 
last demands for some 137 million 
dollars back royalties, the 
new 
notes did spell out Western accep­ 
tance of four concessions Mossa­ 
degh had demanded for more than 
a year. 
This, it was felt, might induce 
the Premier not to carry out his 
threat to withdraw his diplomatic 
representatives from London if the 
British did not accept his condi­ 
tions for settling the 18-month-old 
dispute that followed nationaliza­ 
tion of the Anglo-Iranian Oil Com­ 
pany’s properties in Iran.

consumed for the 12-month period 
ending Ju n e 30, 1952. 
This represented a consumption 
increase of 2,426,771 
K W H over 
the previous fiscal year ending 
Juno 30, 1951, according to Escan­ 
aba electric departm ent records. 
The growing demand for elec­ 
tric power in the community to 
turn the wheels of industry and 
to meet the increasing number of 
home uses also is represented in 
the larger num ber of electric m e­ 
ters. 
Power Purchase Climbs 
There was a total of 6,439 elec­ 
tric m eters listed as of June 30, 
1951, compared to 6,736 (or an in ­ 
crease of 297) tor the fiscal year 
ending Ju n e 30, 1952. 
More electric meters and great­ 
er use also meant, of course, the 
increased 
purchase 
of 
electric 
power by Escanaba from the Up­ 
per Michigan Power & Light Com­ 
pany for distribution on the city- 
owned electric system, said City 
Manager A. V. Aronson. 
For the 1951-52 fiscal year the 
city purchased 24,306,161 KWH of 
electricity, compared to 21,741,523 
the year previously. 
The city's 
line losses, or losses described as 
unaccounted for, totaled 2,170,440 
KWH or 8.93 per cent last year. 
This is below what is considered 
a “fair average” loss of 12 per 
cent on*electric utilities, the city 
m anager explained. 
Increased use of electric power 
increased the city’s costs in oper­ 
ation of the utility and also boost­ 
ed its net profit. 
Costs and Profits Up 
Total revenue for the past fiscal 
year from the electric utility was 
$575,975 compared to $498,951 the 
year previous. 
Charges 
against revenues, in­ 
cluding operating expense of the 
utility, depreciation, taxes and in­ 
terest 
on 
investment, 
totaled 
$403,614 last year 
compared 
to 
$376,864 the year before. 
Net profit to the city for the 


past fiscal year ending June 30, 
1952*. was $172,362 compared to 
$124,647 the year previous.

considered profit to the city are 
the taxes and the interest on in­ 
vestment paid to the city by the 
utility. 
The profits from 
the 
electric 
utility and

Kennan's Recall From Moscow Is 
Not Surprising; He Asked For It 


A 8»eat furore is developing in W ashmg- 


* * ton because Russia has dem anded the 
recall of Am bassador George K. Kennan. 
Talk is heard of retaliatory action, 
bf 
a 
demand for the removal of 
the 
newly- 
arrived Russian am bassador to the United 
States. G eorgio N. Zarubin, even of clos­ 
ing down the A m erican embassy in Mos­ 
cow. 


Actually the Russian dem and for Ken­ 
nan's recall is not surprising 
at 
all. 
In 
fact, it has been indicated ever since Ken- 
nan declared in West G erm any on Sept. 
19 that life of Americans in Moscow today 
is like the internm ent he underw ent in 
Nazi G erm any after Pearl Harbor. Pravda, 
the official 
Communist 
newspaper, 
im­ 
mediately assailed K ennan for that rem ark 
and the A m ericah am bassador has been 
in the Russian doghouse since. 
It may be that K ennan, unhappy with 
his Moscow assignment, m ade the rem ark 
w ith purpose. In any case, 
the 
rem ark 
niade him a prim e target of the Russians 
and his usefulness as an American am bas­ 
sador to Moscow ceased at that moment. 
It is u n d o u b te d true that life in Mos­ 
cow for Am ericans is not exactly heaven. 
K ennan did not repeal any 
great 
secret 
w hen he m ade that rem ark. 
He 
merely 
confirmed w h at most Americans already 
believed. However, he was the American 
am bassador to Russia and if intended to 
fulfill his mission in Moscow, it was es­ 
sential for him to be on as friendly terms 
as possible with the Russian authorities.

It strikes us that a man must have very 
little to do indeed to go around figuring 
out a thing like that. If he feels compelled 
Vi do it, let him keep his findings to him ­ 
self. We don’t want to hear about it. 
The cum ulative effect of this incessant 
talk about the A-bomb must have a frazz­ 
ling etfect on the collective nerves of the 
people. How frazzling we don’t know yet. 
Maybe the British scientist would like to 
do some exhaustive research on that. 
It seems the least w e laymen 
have

Fight to expect is a little more talk from 
the ex pel ts on w hat atomic energy can 
do to aid man instead of obliterate him. 
The dean of the engineering school at 
Columbia University had a little comfort­ 
ing news along this line the other day.

next year to power your automobile with 
a hunk of uranium under the hood, the 
peaceful uses of atomic power are prob- 
ably nearer than you think. 
No’hing dow nright exuberant there, no 
promise of pie in

something less dolorous than the usual talk 
we get from atom people. A little change { 
of pace, at least. 


Certainly. it would be expected that he 
would a\ oid deliberately antagonizing the 
Russians as he d id in this instance. 
As we see it, there is no point in kick­ 
ing up a gieat fuss because Russian has 
demanded K ennan’s recall. We simply ap­ 
point someone else to the embassy, if we 
regard it as important to us to have rep­ 
resentation in Moscow. And if we don’t 
regard it as important to us, then w’e had 
better close the embassy and boot the Rus­ 
sian diplomats out of Washington. But not 
because Kennan got himself in the Russian 
doghouse. 
We are sure that the American govern­ 
ment would rise in wrath if the Russian 
ambassador to Washington declared that 
life in America for Russian subjects is like 
life was for internees in Nazi Germany. 
We would w ant that 
ambassador 
w ith­ 
drawn and pronto. 
We suspect that Kennan is happy over 
all of the furore—and particularly happy 
that he will not be returning to Moscow'. 
The whole thing could have been settled 
much better, however, 
if 
K ennan 
had 
simply requested reassignment and with 
out straining the Russian-American rela­ 
tions any m ore than they 
already 
were 
strained before this incident.

I N trying to scare up a

using germ w arfare in China and Korea, 
the Communists have lately been hitting 
some snags. 
In Britain, for example, an “ Internation­ 
al Scientific Committee'' appointed by the 
Reds to substantiate the charges tried to 
come up with some “ proof” in the form 
of a small rat and 
some 
spiders 
which 
were allegedly dropped by U. S. airm en in 
Manchuria as disease spreaders. 
But when the “proof” was submitted to 
the fact-loving British Museum for identi­ 
fication, it soon turned out that the rats 
in question are never found in the United 
States, only in Russia, and neither they 
nor the spiders are know'n to be epidemic 
carriers. 
Finally, the committee had to come out 
and admit that “no conclusive proof” had 
been found. With characteristic C om m un­ 
ist logic, it quickly added that it w as still 
“firmly convinced” that the charges were 
true. But it was apparent that the whole 
committee idea had backfired and, if the 
Reds are sm art, they’re probably wishing

Full Recovery From Bell's Palsy Is

is left in a position where the public now’ 
has a right to

more 
questions concerning his financial 
posi­ 
tion than the brief details he gave in his 
nation-w ide telecast. 
In that telecast Nixon stated th a t he had 
been cleared by the law firm of Gibson, 
Dunn and Crutcher. However, this law' 
firm happens to represent some of Nix­ 
on's biggest and most active donors, among 
them Jack Garland and the G arland es­ 
tate: also the Union Oil Co., of which 
Herbert Hoover Jr. is a director and owner 
of shares worth $1,200,000. Hoover was 
one of the two highest 
contributors 
to 
Nixon's extra-curricular fund. 
Nixon also stated in his telecast that 
Price-W aterhouse, an 
accounting 
firm, 
had checked his expense fund and given 
him a clean bill of health. 
It happens, however, that Price-W ater­ 
house 
was 
the 
accountant 
w hich 
got 
caught with such amazing discrepancies 
in checking the account of the McKesson- 
Robbins Drug Company that they were 
forced to pay McKesson-Robbins

DEFINITE DEDUCTION 
In the case of the Nixon 
fund, 
Waterhouse appeared to be m ore careful. 
For, when you read the fine print of their

had not had time to examine all of the 
Nixon funds. 
They also stated that they had examined

IT’S THE LAW— In 
this 
presidential 
election year, it is interesting to consider 
some of the laws in connection with vot­ 
ing. 
First, it should be understood that in 
some states the election laws are consid­ 
erably behind the times, while in othera 
(as in Michigan) they have been m odern­ 
ized and brought up to date to m eet to­ 
day’s conditions. 
Despite the automobile, television and 
the atomic bomb, however, it is atli! re­ 
quired under Michigan law that some 
member of the election board publicly 
announce “in a loud and distinct voice” 
the opening and closing of 
the 
polls. 
“Hea ye! Hear ye! the polls of this pre­ 
cinct are now open,” or closed, ss the * 
case may be. 
Thus is perpetuated the custom of more 
than a century ago to assure the w atch- 
less citizenry of the time and its relation­ 
ship to voting.

SOLICITING VOTES—The members of 
the election board have certain other re ­ 
sponsibilities under the law. 
They must watch for and report to their 
supervising officer or a policeman anyone 
who comes within less that IOO feet of 
the entrance to the building in which the 
polling place is located to solicit votes,

“Soliciting votes” includes talking up 
a candidate, handing out cards, stickers, 
litrature, and so forth. 
It is also the responsibility of the elec­ 
tion board to gather up and destroy “at 
frequent intervals” the cards and pam ph­ 
lets or other electioneering material left 
in the voting booths.

ALCOHOLIC INTRUDERS—Should

AID AND COMFORT—Should you

Should you be blind or otherwise phy­ 
sically incapacitated so you cannot m ark 
your ballot, assistance may be given by 
two inspectors of election, an immediate 
member of the family, or any person over 
21 years of age designated by th* voter. 
Voters who spoil their ballot should 
return all of the ballots to the election 
officials, who will give him a new set. 
Spoiled ballots are disposed of after th* 
polls close. 
,< 
Should a voter come out of the booth 
and intentionally open the ballot he has 
marked and show you how he voted— he 
has lost his vote. Such ballots are not de­ 
posited in the ballot box but are marked 
“rejected for exposure”—and you do not 
get a new set of replacements. 
It is the responsibility of the voter to 
a ss ist the election officials by conducting 
himself like a good citizen. They are there 
to help you with any questions on th* 
manner of voting—but under no circum ­ 
stances are you to te ll them 
how 
you 
voted.

for a real revolution in our tax 
system. 
If our response is pow­ 
erful enough, the changes may 
be as beneficial to us as tax rate 
cuts themselves. 
So send along your gripes to 
me. 
I, in turn, promise to bring 
them to the attention of the com­ 
mittee in Washington. 
Corporations will dump their 
problems and 
proposals in the 
committe’s lap, of course. They’re 
doing that right now. 
The active lobbies for special 
industries and organized groups 
will urge the changes they want. 
They’re 
already 
pleading 
their 
cases. 
But not so many representatives 
will be pounding on the commit­ 
tee’s doors to explain the plight 
of the individual wage-earner, of 
the tens of millions of small tax­ 
payers in America. 
So I’ve been checking with the 
tax lawyers and accountants who 
day in and day out work on the 
individual 
wage - earner’s 
tax 
problems. 
Four Main Evils 
I ve collected dozens of com­ 
plaints and proposals that deeply 
and directly involve you and me. 
As far as the individual wage- 
earner is concerned the evils fall 
into four main classifications: 
(1) The income tax law today 
discriminates unreasonably against 
the wage-earner and in favor of 
the individual getting his income 
from a business or from invest­ 
ments. 
(2) The law creates utterly un­ 
necessary red tape and is fright­ 
fully confused in its provisions 
governing 
little 
taxpayers. 
In 
many instances, the small tax­ 
payer hasn’t nearly as much of 
an opportunity to get a fair deal 
as the big taxpayer. 
(3) The system of deductions is 
miserably lopsided. 
(4) The syste mof exemptions 
for dependents is antiquated and 
cruelly tough on smaller taxpay­ 
ers. 
But the Congressional commit­ 
tee doesn’t want generalities. 
It 
wants specific suggestions, chap­ 
ter and verse. 
O. K., in the next few columns 
I’ll give chapter and verse. And 
while you’re reading my gripes, 
jot down notes on yours. 
We’re getting 
the 
chance 
to 
fight for a tax law more fair to 
us, to eliminate evils that have 
crept into the law’ year after year. 
Let’s not miss or fumble the 
chance.

Long Growing Season 
The county agricultural agent 
m ade a check of grow ers’ yields 
last week to determ ine the pros­ 
pects of exhibits in the annual 
G row ers’ Contest this m onth. 
“The good quality of this year’s 
potatoes,” he pointed out, “is due 
in greatest part to the long grow­ 
ing season farm ers had.” 
“Growers planted their crops 
early and the m ajority of them 
kept their potatoes in the ground 
until the frost cam e this week. 
The long growing season gave the 
tubers a chance to m ature,” H eir­ 
m an said. 
Some farm ers began digging be­ 
fore the first frost this week. 
All of the grow ers, the agent 
found, practiced good blight con­ 
trol to fight the adverse w eather 
this sum m er. 
They sprayed their 
fields frequently, some as many 
as 18 times during the growing 
season. 
One farm er hired a man 
to do nothing but spray the crop 
all sum m er, H eirm an added. 
“Good crops can now be grown 
in spite of blight because of con­ 
trol m easures used by the farm ­ 
ers,” Heirm an continued. 
Expect 750,000 Bushels 
Rural russet potatoes 
are 
in 
dom inance in

I think it 
would be wonderful if someone 
would form a social club for the 
hard of hearing, bringing togeth­ 
er people who must face this
